The State Senate recently 
passed SB 49 authored by Senator 
Marz Garcia. Senate Bill 49 would 
make it jllegal for anyone to kill a 
dog or cat for food. It will soon be 
considered by the Assembly 
Water，Parks and Wildlife Com- 
mittee. 

While I do not advocate the eat- 
ing of dogs and cats，I am con- 
cerned that this legislation will 
have a_ detrimental Impact on 
Southeast Asian refugees， Refu- 
gees who are unaware of the cus- 
toms and practices in thls country 
could easlly find themselves ar- 


rested and possibly jailed if this . 


law is passed. 
Unfortunately, some of the Sup- 


port for SB 49 may be fueled by 


the hostility and fear that a few 


individuals feel toward Southeast 


Asian refugees. 

It is my belief that existing law al- 
ready prohibits cruelty to animals. 
Section 597 of the California Penal 
Code specifically outlaws the kill- 
ing of animals in a cruel manner. 

Assemblyman Lawrence Kapi- 
loff had also introduced a bill simi- 
larto SB 49 but decided that it was 
not necessary to pursue the bill. 
Instead，he decided to meet with 
TIepresentatives of the Southeast 
Asian refugee community to work 
out a more acceptable solution; to 
educate new arrivals to the 
customs and Practices of the 
United States. 

Please join with me to stop pas- 
sage of SB 49. This legislation is 
unnecessary and may seriously af- 
fect Southeast Asian refugees.

“The color meant something 
then in terms of the emotional 
effect 让 had on the audience， If 
you have just scabs of color on the 
Screen yoUTe just trying to dazzle 
people with the rainbow，When 
YOU Use colors to create a 
particular emotion，when you use 
colors in a scene to move the 
audience，then youre using 这 
creatively, I think from very early 
记 Jimmys career he was 
extremely concerned as to how the 
audience would respond to the

“He wasn't just shooting photo- 
graphs. A lot of cameramen are 
just trying to put pretty Pictures 
on the screen and theyre mnot 
concerned what the emotional 
effect will be. Jimnmy was one of 
the first cameramen to cut 
through the crap and get down to 
the essence of what he's trying to 
do make the story more 
emotional,”Rainsberger commen- 
ted. 

Originally， Rainsberger had 
intended to write a book only on 
Howe's technique，but he soon 
found that he could not“divorce 
style from personality.” 了 He says 
that Howe had three basic tenets 
that any cameraman should feel 
are paramount: (1) be true to the 
story，(2) be realistic，and (3) 
enhance the mood. In many of his 
jinterviews with Howes former 
colleagues， Rainsberger found 


that it wasn't easy for the camera- 


manto accomplish his goals， 


“He was resented by a lot of 


people throughout his ， career 
because of racial prejudice,， They 
automatically didnt like taking 
orders from an Asian， He was the 
only Asian with power in the 
industry for over fifty years,. There 
was still a lot of prejudice in the 
60s and 70s， It never stopped 
regardqless of how important he 
got. He always had to ght 
against that,” Rainsberger ex- 
Plained. 

“He was a tough guy to work 
for and if these people didn't like 
him from the start, 让 was easy for 
them to get down on him. By -all 


accounts on the set he was about， 


as tough as anybody whos been in 
Hollywood， He demanded the 
Same kind of perfectionist atti- 
tude that he demanded from 
himself._ And 让 just - wasnt 
delivered every time,”he added， 

Rainsberger describes his book 
as more than just a look into the 
past and one man's WoIk. He feels 
that the reader will better under- 
standing the contributions of the

PROCESS 

“The specific _ techniques are 
really not important， Its the 
approach and the way the 
available equipment were used 一 
the thinking process behind the 
use of the tools of the trade that 
allowed Jimmy to make extra- 
ordinary Pictures， evocative 
images. Thats the important 
thing, Ithink they are as relevant 
today as it was when he was alive， 
and 直 will be equally relevant 
twenty years from now because 
it's the process that's important;”

A Viable Legal System

TecoOverIs from the tumult of the 
Cultural Revolution and pursues 3 
course of modernization，the gov- 
ernment IsS working to establish a 
System of law that will be fair, con- 
Slstent, and accessible to the coun- 
try's one blllion citizens. It 1S a 
masslive task that requlres both 
great efftort and time: 

Dr. Philip Leadbetter, professor 
of law at Lincoln University and 


an immigration judge at SF'S， 


.Immigration and Naturallization 
-Service，wWas ITecently invited to 
ViSit Guangzhou on behalf of Lin- 
coln University. He visited Sun 
Yat Sen University，where he lec- 
tured on US administrative law 
and spoke with the law faculty 
about the current status of China's 
legal system. 
SLOW 

“China in the modern age-can- 
not live without the rule of law,” 
Duanmu Zheng，dean of the law 
School，had stressed to Lead- 
better，、China'S court System was 
abolished in 1963 because the Cul- 
tural Revolution vanguard felt that 
it was not needed. In 1973，the 
courts gradually started Treopen- 
ing，but ten years of disuse and 
lack of training of new attorneys 
and judges will slow the revitaliza- 
tion of the legal system. China 
now has slightly more than 3;000 
attorneys, and 12 law schools have 
Ieopened. 

The law school at Sun Yat Sen 
University，which was founded in 
1924，also elosed during the Cul- 
tural Revolution，and reopened 
only two years ago0. TIoday it has 
Some 40 students and 20 faculty 
members, Leadbetter Said. During 
the_ Cultural Revolution，as with 


most professionals，law professors 
and judges were sent to farms and 
villages to work. The faculty now 
teaching includes Some Professors 
who had taught at the school prior 
to its closing; many are new. 

In China，students who study 
law go directly from middle school 
into law school，where they mnust 
study full-time for four years， 
Leadbetter explained. The frst 
two years are devoted to compul- 
SOIY classes In jurisprudence，his- 
tory of China's legal system，civil 
law，economic law，constitutional 
law，etc. The last two years are 
largely given to Optional coursesi 
such as comparative law and di- 
VvOrce law. 

ASSIGNED 

There are no bar exams per se In 
China, Leadbetter Teported. After 
graduating from law school，stu- 
dents are assigned by the Bureau 
of Justice in Beijing to areas Where 
the Bureau Sees need. Once as- 
Signed，each student serve a two- 
to-three year internship“to bridge 
the gap _ between study and the 
actual practice of law,”Leadbetter 
Sald. 

The final determination on the 
number of law students，the cuUr- 
riculum，and the faculty rests en- 
tirely with the Ministry of 丘 duca- 
tion in Beijing, Leadbetter Said. 

Leadbetter，who discussed law 
curriculum in China and the Us 
with the -law faculty，was im- 
pressed with the fact that a great 


emphasis is placed on economic 


and international law as they PerT- 
tain to trade， China is well aware 
of the legal intricacies which arise 
in _ the course of international 
trade，and as the internal eco- 
nomic Systems gradually introduce 
Individual enterprises，he salid .

JUDGES 

In general， four levels of trials 
exist in China: local cases, tried by 
one judge with a two-person jury 
(composed of lay persons Or other 
judges); an appealed case， also 
tried in the local courts，with three 
judges; the Provincial court cases， 
generally reserved for appealed 
cases from the local courts and 
major offenses such as murder; 
and thie Supreme Court level. 
Leadbetter reported that few cases 
make it beyond the provincial 
level. Local courts correspond to 
ou municipal courts; prIovincial 
courts usually try larger civil and 
criminal cases such as murder. 

Currently，judges are appointed 
by the State Committee of the 
Central Congress Judiciary in Bei- 
jing，Leadbetter Teported. Ap-

Renminbi): Most of the present

In- 
stead, the findings of the security 
force，who arrest the suspect， 
interrogate him，and investigate 
the case thoroughly，are generally 
accepted for deciding guilt or 
innocence. Attorneys seldom chal- 
lenge a ruling of guilt or inno- 
cence,， but instead usually are in- 
volved in mitigation of Sentence OF 
fne, Leadbetter said. 

In the normal process of crimi- 
nal cases，the security forces first 
arrest and interrogate the suspect，

They found rice bowls，wine 
jars，and some rare pieces of four 
Seas0ns porcelain serving bowls. 
“You wouldnt think you'd have 
many :of these out ip a labor 
camp,”Miller said of the finer 
pieces， 

The excavators also found; 
intact，a IOwW of mortared bricks 
covered by orange and ashen- 
white fire altered soil, Miller said. 
“It .probably was a hearth or 
outdoor stove used by the camp 
cook，and is the only thing (we 
found) that vaguely resembles 
architecture. After all, the people 
were only at the camp for two 
years,”he explained，and it was 
unlikely that they would have 
built permanent structures.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “These 
people are_ attempting to climb 
Everest from the Tibetan side. 
That's a little crazy.Tm just going 
to wave them offt from base 
camp.”Sir Edmund Hillary，who 
made the first ascent of Mount 
Everest in 19$3,， won't be climbing 
this time，but In August he will 
Serve as advisor when an SF-based 
expedition_ attempts to _ challenge 
the East Face, the only face of ML.
